About This Manual 



This manual is organized as follows: 

• The manual mainly explains operations using the 
buttons and controls on the unit. You can also use the 
buttons on the remote control if they have the same or 
similar names (or marks) as those on the unit. 

If operation using the remote control is different from 
that using the unit, it is then explained. 

• Basic and common information that is the same for many 
functions is grouped in one place, and is not repeated in 
each procedure. For instance, we do not repeat the 
information about turning on/off the unit, setting the 
volume, changing the sound effects, and others, which are 
explained in the section "Common Operations" on pages 8 
and 9. 

• The following marks are used in this manual: 



Power source 

• When unplugging from the wall outlet, always pull the 
plug, not the AC power cord. 



DO NOT handle the AC power cord with wet 
hands. 



Moisture condensation 

Moisture may condense on the lens inside the unit in the 
following cases: 

• After starting heating in the room 

• In a damp room 

• If the unit is brought directly from a cold to a warm place 
Should this occur, the unit may malfunction. In this case, 
leave the unit turned on for a few hours until the moisture 
evaporates, unplug the AC power cord, and then plug it in 
again.

Installation

After unpacking, check to be sure that you have all the 
following items. 

The number in the parentheses following each item name 
indicates the supplied quantity. 

• Remote control (1) 

• Batteries (R03 (UM-4)/AAA (24F)) for the remote control

• AM loop antenna (1) 

If anything is missing, consult your dealer immediately. 

Putting the Batteries into the Remote Control 

Insert 2 batteries — R03 (UM-4)/AAA (24F) — into the 
battery compartment of the remote control, complying with 
the + and - polarity markings inside the battery compartment. 
When the remote control can no longer operate the unit, 
replace both batteries at the same time. 



• DO NOT connect any equipment to the unit while the 
unit is powered. 

• DO NOT plug in any equipment until all connections 
are completed. 





1 Connect the speakers. 

Connect the right speaker to the "R" terminals, with the 

red wire to + and the black wire to -.

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Recording

therein. 

• The recording level is automatically set correctly, so it is 
not affected by the volume control. Thus, during recording 
you can adjust the sound you are actually listening to 
without affecting the recording level. 

• While recording, you can hear sound modes and/or the 
HBS sound effect through the speakers. However, the 
sound is recorded without these effects (see page 9). 

• If recordings you have made have excessive noise or static, 
the unit may be too close to a TV. Increase the distance 
between the TV and the unit. 

• Use only type I normal tapes for recording. 

• The use of tapes longer than 120 minutes is not 
recommended, since characteristic deterioration may occur 
and these tapes easily jam in the pinchroller and the 
capstan. 

To protect your recording 

Cassettes have two small tabs on the back to prevent 

unexpected erasure or re-recording. 

To protect your recording, remove these tabs. 

To re-record on a protected tape, cover the holes with 

adhesive tape.

Using Daily Timer

At the timer-on time, the unit automatically turns on, sets the 
volume to the preset level, and starts playing the specified 
source (radio or CD).

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Troubleshooting

The disc is placed upside down. 

The disc is scratched or dirty. 

Power supply from the AC power cord has 
been cut off while the tape was running. 

Small tabs on the back of the cassette are 
removed. 

The built-in microprocessor may 
malfunction due to external electrical 
interference. 

• The path between the remote control and 
the remote sensor on the unit is blocked. 

• The batteries are exhausted. 



Action 

• Check all connections and make 
corrections (see pages 6 and 7). 

• Disconnect the headphones. 

• Reconnect the antennas correctly and 
securely. 

• Change the position and direction of the 
AM loop antenna. 

• Extend the FM antenna at the best 
position. 

Plug the AC power cord. 

Place the disc with the label side up. 

Clean or replace the disc (see page 18). 

Turn on the unit. 



Cover the holes with adhesive tape. 



Unplug the AC power cord and then plug it 
back in. 



• Remove the obstruction.

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Maintenance 



To get the best performance of the unit, keep your discs, tapes, and mechanism clean. 



Handling discs 





Remove the disc from its case by 

holding it at the edge while pressing 

the center hole lightly. 

Do not touch the shiny surface of the 

disc, or bend the disc. 

Put the disc back in its case after use 

to prevent warping. 



Be careful not to scratch the surface 
of the disc when placing it back in its 
case. 

Avoid exposure to direct sunlight, 
temperature extremes, and moisture. 



To clean the disc 

Wipe the disc with a soft cloth in a 
straight line from center to edge. 



DO NOT use any solvent — such as conventional record 
cleaner, spray, thinner, or benzine — to clean the disc. 



Handling cassette tapes 





• If the tape is loose in its cassette, take 
up the slack by inserting a pencil in 
one of the reels and rotating. 

• If the tape is loose, it may get 
stretched, cut, or caught in the 
cassette. 

• Be careful not to touch the tape 
surface. 



Cassette deck 

If the heads, capstan, and pinch roller of the cassette deck 
become dirty, the following will occur: 

• Impaired sound quality 

• Discontinuous sound 

• Fading 

• Incomplete erasure 

• Difficulty in recording 

To clean the heads, capstan, and pinch roller 

Use a cotton swab moistened with alcohol.

To demagnetize the heads 

Turn off the unit, and use a head demagnetizer (available at 
electronics and record shops). 



Cleaning the unit 

• Stains on the unit 

Should be wiped off with a soft cloth. If the unit is heavily 
stained, wipe it with a cloth soaked in water diluted neutral 
detergent and wrung well, then wipe clean with a dry cloth. 

• Since the unit may deteriorate in quality, become 
damaged or get its paint peeled off, be careful about the 
followings. 

- DO NOT wipe it with a hard cloth 

- DO NOT wipe it strong 

- DO NOT wipe it with thinner or benzine. 

- DO NOT apply any volatile substance such as 
insecticides to it. 

- DO NOT allow any rubber of plastic to remain in contact 
with it for a long time.
